Have the Russians caught 
our Alice? 
The possibility was raised’ 


Wednesday when the Soviet 
news agency Tass said in a 
brief report that a 36-foot 
white whale had been caught 
by a Russian ship in the North 
Pacific. 

Alice is a white killer whale 
which has been spotted at va- 
rious points around Vancouver 
Island and in the Queen Char- 
lote Islands since 1947. 

At the present time a large 
Russian fishing fleet is oper- 
ating near the Queen Char- 
lottes, 

A spokesman for the fisher- 
ies department in Vancouver, 


which. has. been keeping close 
tabs on the Russians, could 
not confirm whether the Rus- 
sians in the Queen Charlottes 
had caught the whale, 

“There are no whaling ships 
in their fleet," he said, “but 
that is not to say they couldn't 
have caught it in a net.” 

He said a Russian whaling 
fleet visited these waters early 
last summer, but they gener- 
ally operate in the Gulf of Al- 
aska and the Bering Sea, 

Dr. Clifford Carl of the pro- 
vincial museum has been keep- 
ing close watch on Alice and 
in 1960 he published a paper~ 
entitled the Albino Whales of 
B.C. which outlined the vari- 
ous sightings since 1947. 


Alice has been sighted on 
both sides of Vancouver Island 
at Crofton, Port Hardy, Nootka 
Sound on the West Coast and 
around the Queen Charlotte 
Islands. 


She was seen off the west 
coast of the Island near To- 
fino less than two months ago 
and a few days prior to that 
she was spotted in Oak Bay. 

Dr. Carl said most reports 
of the white whale would indi- 
cate that there is only one in 
this area. 

Alice is usually accom- 
panied by two other normal 
colored whales and the three 
are believed to travel as a 
family group.

| Red China's Road 


SLOW PROCESS OF GET- 

ting Red China into the United 
Nations took another step forward 
this week when the Assembly vote 
in favor was tied 47-47 with the 
opposing tally. It was the nearest 
the Peking government had come 
to obtaining a favorable vote, al- 
though a two-thirds majority was 
required. 


Much of the new sentiment in 
favor of Peking’s membership comes 
from the Afro-Asian countries, but 
the “yes” ballots significantly in- 
cluded those of Britain, France and 
Russia, although not that of Can- 
ada. The official Canadian attitude 
has been variously explained during 
the past few years as reflecting a 
lack of any positive public desire to 
see Red China elected or as un- 
willingness to offend a friendly ally 
(the United States) on a matter in 
which Canadian fortunes are not 
at the moment seriously concerned. 


It is obvious, however, that a 
country with so large a population 
as that of Red China cannot perma- 
nently be excluded from a world 
organization devoted to keeping the 
peace. This is particularly so when 
that country is developing an atomic 
bomb and within a few years must 
be listed as a nuclear power. The 
situation is complicated, however, 
by Red China’s insistence on the 
expulsion of Nationalist China — 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Formosan state of some 11 million 
people—before the Communist state : 
will accept. 


For many reasons, Nationalist 
China cannot be removed from the 
United Nations. For one thing, the 
United States cannot turn its back 
on an ally whom it: has sworn to 
protect—the repercussions would be 
far-reaching among all the smaller 
states which have treaties with 
Washington. ‘Nationalist China, as 
an original signatory to the UN 
Charter, has a right to membership 
as long as it is recognized as a sov- 
ereign country. Red China, of 
course, sees Taiwan only as a re-

There is a situation now in Canada 
where borrowing has become more 
difficult. This has come about 
because of the pace of business 
activity and from innumerable indi- 
vidual decisions of Canadian busi- 
nessmen and foreign businessmen 
with interests in this country. 


The tremendous demand for in- 
vestment funds to feed Canada’s 
industrial’ expansion has caught the 
government in a squeeze and it has 
little room in which to manoeuvre. 
Some of the demand could be sat- 
isfied by instructing the Bank of 
Canada to create fresh money and 
pump it into the economy—but this 
would be an irresponsible inflation- 
ary move at a time when the econo- 
my is stretched alffitst to capacity 
and with labor shortages showing 
up in many vital areas. 


The only other way in which-the 
demand for investment money can 
be met is by borrowing abroad and 
this trend has been checked not by 
Canada but by the United States 
and, in less important degree, Brit- 
ain. 

The Ottawa announcement last 
week that Canadian borrowing in 
the American market was to be 
deferred honored a pledge given to 
Washington in July, 1963. At that 
time the United States, as part of 
its program to correct its balance 
of payments deficit, imposed a tax 
of 15 per cent on foreign securities 
purchased by American citizens. 
The move caused consternation in

One factor that may speed this 
up is Red China’s acquisition of the 
nuclear bomb. Very quickly the 
nations of the world must ion 
some sort of meeting place where 
the nuclear powers can work out a” 
system of. global control. Failing 
this, Peking’s expressed ideas of use ~ 
of the bomb and of its proliferation 
among other countries could create 
havoc in international affairs and a 
formidable threat to world security. 

Acceptance of Red China as a 
member of the United Nations 
would, of course, entail recognition 
of the Peking government as the 
legal administration of the country. 
That would be only a technicality 
for Canada, which already has im- 
portant trade relations with the 
Communist regime, but it could 
pose a diplomatic problem for some 
other nations. The United States, in 
particular, holds the line against 
recognition of the Red-Chinese gov- 
ernment, and there seem to be 
enough international incidents to 
furnish cause for Washington con- 
tinually to renew its determination. 

At the moment, the confronta- 
tion of the two countries over Viet 
Nam makes recognition most im- 
probable, as Korea, the Formosan 
struggle, the Indian border clashes 
and other events have done in the 
past. But these aspects will become 
relatively incidental when Red 
China emerges as the powerful 
country it is destined to be. The few 
intervening years should be directed 
to preparing the ground. for that 
emergence in a peaceful manner, 
rather than with an explosion. 


Willing Lenders 


Canadian business circles and Ot- 
tawa managed to negotiate an ex- 
emption for this country from the 
tax. As a result of this exemption, 
Canadian business and industry 
have continued to expand for more 
than two years because of the 
availability of American investment 
funds. 

In allowing the Canadian ex- 
emption on the tax, however, Wash- 
ington insisted that Ottawa must 
keep its holdings of foreign ex- 
change at the level, prevailing at 
that time. There could not be un- 
limited Canadian borrowing, in 
other words, at the expense of the 
American balance of payments 
situation. 

For the past four months Can- 
ada has! been in default on this 
agreement. Foreign reserve hold- 
ings have risen by mote than $200 
millions above the July, 1963, level 
and the United States would have 
been quite in order to demand that 
borrowing by Canada be halted if 
the Canadian government had not 
acted first. 

The situation in which the gov- 
ernment finds itself is far from 
ideal. It is quite likely that in the 
face of what seems to be developing 
into a rapid boom, the Bank of 
Canada would have wanted to im- 
pose a monetary policy of higher 
interest rates but without any seri- 
ous lack of availability of invest- 
ment funds. Interest rates, however, 
cannot be allowed to rise at a much 
faster pace than in the United States 
without attracting more foreign 
funds and putting the foreign ex- 
change reserve. totals even further 
above the agreed level. 

Things may be eased partly by 
the traditional Canadian winter 
slowdown and expected heavy 
drains on the exchange reserve fund 
in the coming months. But it is not 
going to be easy, balancing contin- 
ued prosperity against inflationary 
pressures, ot the demand for invest- 
ment funds against the necessity of 
restricting foreign borrowing.

THE conflict in Rhodesia between the 
native Africans and the European 
settlers is a perfect example of a prob- 

‘ lem to which there 
can be no final solu- 
tion during the life- 
time of the men who 
are involved. The 
white prime’ minister, 
Ian Douglas Smith, 
who has been pushed 
over the brink by the 
right wing of his own 
party, cannot guaran- 
tee that white suprem- 
acy will be main- 
tained in Rhodesia, It is a virtual ‘cer- 
tainty that in Africa 220,000 whites can 
do no more than fight a rear guard 
action for their own supremacy against 
four million blacks. 

Unless there is a racial holocaust in 
which the whites or blacks exterminate 
one another, Rhodesia is destined in one 
way or another to become a multi-racial 
state. The controlling fact is that a multi- 
racial state cannot be developed in one 
generation, and the crucial question is, 
therefore, how such a long, difficult 
transition can be managed without intol- 
erable disorder. 


State of War 


It is conceivabie, to be sure, that the 
white Rhodesians, organized as a police 
state, could for some years and with 
enough ruthlessnes$ exercise white 
supremacy, But it can do this only by 
being at war with the mess of its own 
Africans and with the great masses of 
the African continent. . 

It is conceivable, though highly im- 
probable, that the African majority in 
Rhodesia might obtain command of the 
government. It can do that only at the 
risk of anarchy in the public life of 
Rhodesia, at the risk, also, of a cruel 
war with the die-hard whites, at the 
risk, also, of the renewal of African 
tribal warfare which was subdued by the 
British occupation. :

It would be a mistake to do this. 
Moreover, once a European power has 
liquidated its own colonial empire, as 
have Britian, France and Belgium, it is 
left with a pool of technicians and ad- 
ministrators who know the country, who 
have personal roots in the country who 
know the ways of the country which no 
one can acquire quickly. These people 
are better equipped than Americans 
could ever make themselves to be the 
guides, counselors and tutors of the 
young nations. 


Guides Needed 


No one, I think, should ignore. or 
underestimate .the need in a new nation 
for guides, counselors and tutors. No 
one,-moreover, should refuse to face the 
facts of life, such as the fact that it takes 
time to educate a people and to train 
the technicians and experts who are in- 
dispensable to. a self-governing nation. 

Our real quarrel with the white Rho-

Defending Billy 

May I make a few cotmments on the 
United Church Observer's editorial, re- 
printed in the Times Friday? 

In the first place, to write a syndi- 
cated column, or a letter, or any kind of 
communication, and append to it some- 
one else’s signature is reprehensible— 
reprehensible, that is, if it is done with- 
out the knowledge of the person whose 
signature is used, and if this person will 
not accept responsibility for the ma- 
terial signed. The situation changes 
much for the better when a man with his 
own name voluntarily endorses someone 
else’s writing, particularly if—as appears 
to be Billy Graham’s case—he makes 
no secret of the authorship. 

Whatever the point at issue, it is 
usually possible to cut the ground from 
under the feet of those who accuse us 
of “waffling’; the way to do it is to 
declare jourselves flatly for one side. 
When we are anxious for blood, the lines 
must be drawn and the battle joined, 

The advantage is beyond question. 
Unfortunately, however, while the battle 
certainly helps to relieve emotions, it 
does little to elucidate the truth, which 
ag often as not lies somewhere between 
the opposite extremes. To insist that we 
assent to literalism, or dissent from it, 
without reservations, is rather like ask- 
ing us to agree or disagree with the 
statement “The Russians are wrong.” 
An intelligent person would surely speci- 
fy cases and pronounce on each. 

Again, whatever the context of Billy 
Graham's remark regarding the church's 
involvement in social issues it is diffi- 
cult to see how they can have possible 
relevance to the charge of literalism, 
And, granted that ‘Dr. Graham may have 
spoken of money not being given ‘to 
the church,” it is surely apparent that 
such a general phrase must include all 
churches, even the United Church of 
Canada. ; 

One is at a loss, therefore, to see the 
connection between this statement and 
the allegation that Dr. Graham's view 
on literalism has a pecuniary motive. Is 
this not a gratuitous libel?. And is it not 
also reminiscent of the devices of re- 
ligious, antagonists in another age, of 
whom it is recorded: “Now the chiet 
priests and elders, and all the council, 
sought false witness against Jesus, to 
put him to death, but found none’’?7—S, 
Graham Field, 880 Falaise.

The recently-published “Penkovsky Papers,” reputedly the 
journal of master spy Col. Oleg Penkovsky who was executed 
by the Russians in May, 1963, are becoming increasingly con- 
troversial. The Soviet government has made official complaints 
in Washington and London about publication of the book on 
the grounds that it is a falsified document prepared by West- 
ern intelligence agents to discredit the Soviet Union. A noted 
expert on Soviet affairs examtines the evidence, the book itself, 


in twe articles. 


have some time ago revealed 
their knowledge of it in ,the 
course of discussion about 
Soviet affairs. Penkovsky’s 
information about the ignomin- 
ious failure of Khrushchev's 
“secret weapon,” which blew 
up on the launching pad, en- 
abled the Western leaders to 
treat Soviet threats and boasts 
with composure. Penkovsky’s 


information about Khrush-’ 


chev's plans during the Ger- 
man crisis of 1961 enabled the 
West to make the dispositions 
which warded off the Soviet 
threat to Berlin. 


Soviets Knew 


For some months before the 
Cuban missile crisis, Penkov- 
sky and his Western masters 
knew that he was being watch- 
ed by Soviet counter-intelli- 
gence. He could therefore 
neither acquire nor send any 
intelligence on what was to 
prove the most fateful con- 
frontation between East and 
West, and suggestions that 
he was asked to report on 
Soviet operations in Cuba 
just before the crisis would 
appear to be without founda- 
tien. Yet, paradoxically, his 
contribution was probably de- 
cisive. 

He had sent out, earlier, de- 
tails of the deployment pat- 
tern of Soviet missiles. This 
enabled U.S. air reconnais- 
sauce experts to identify the 
missile sites at an early stage 
of construction. The early 
warning made it possible for 
President Kennedy to make 
in secret the preparations 
that played so major a part 
in his later management of 
the crisis, and in compelling 
Khrushchev to withdraw. 

The most important part of 
the information he sent out 
consisted of some 5,060 photo- 
graphs of documents, sket- 
ches, etc., taken with a mini- 
ature camera. Yet we are 
asked to believe that this 
highly professional and val- 
uable spy added to the great 
risks he was already running 
by keeping a detailed account 
of his activities and views, 
virtually every page of which 
contained enough secret in- 
formation to send him straight 
to the firing squad. 

In the foreword we are told 
that “throughout the period 
during which Penkovsky was 
turning over information to the 
West, he sat up night after 
night composing a journal.” 
Yet in a passage that has the 
ring of truth Penkovsky him- 
self makes it clear that this 
is just what he could not do. 
He has to write hurriedly, he 
says, “for the simple lack of 
time and space.” 

When he writes at night in 
his two-room flat he disturbs 
his family’s sleep — “typing 


he is “always busy, running 
like a madman,” in a typic- 
ally Russian phrase, between 
the offices of his -two em- 
ployers, the Committee for 
the Co-ordination of Scientific 
Research, and the Military 
Intelligence. headquarters. 

His evenings are generally 
occupied—"‘it is part of my 
job.” Nor can he write while 
visiting his friends in the coun- 
try—‘‘someone may always 
ask what I am doing.”” At 
home, at least, “‘I have a hid- 
ing place in my desk.” On 
his own showing, he is hardly 
likely to have produced in 
these circumstances the manu- 
script of what is now a sizable 
book. 

The description of his domes- 
tic circumstances comes from 
Penkovsky’s autobiographical 
outline, of a kind that any in- 
telligence service would re- 
quire from a prospective spy, 
so that it could check his cre- 
dentials before employing him. 

But even the autobiography 
is not wholly genuine. The de- 
scription of Penkovsky’s own

war service is woven into a 
three-page spotted, history of 
the war in Russia. A man of 
Penkovsky’s intelligence would 
not have thought it necessary 
to waste his time on supplying 
this kind of ‘“‘background."’ A 
Western compiler of the Pen- 
kovsky. papers, on the other 
hand, might have thought it 
useful to provide the wide 
readership of the book with a 
historical sketch that would 
have made Penkovsky’s war 
career more meaningful. 

However, it is not safe to 
sketch in the background with- 
out being familiar with the de- 
tails of which it is composed. 
Penkovsky spent the last two 
years before the war in a mili- 
tary school and then in an ar- 
tillery unit in the Ukraine, to 
which he was posted as a po 
litical officer. 

On one occasion the unit was 
visited by a number of Soviet 
military leaders, whom Pen- 
kovsky recognized, but there 
was one person “whom I had 
never seen before.’’ He was

Man-Made Hazards Take 
Heavy Toll of Birdlife

One might think that birds that frequent 
fields, prairie land and other open areas have 
fewer man-made hazards to contend with than 
do their city cousins with 
their panes of glass, wire 
fences and buildings. They 
too have. their collision prob- 
lems but with other types 
of structures such as over- 
head wires, towers and 
moving vehicles. 

Power and communica- 
tion lines looping across 
country are real threats to 
birds especially when they 
transect natural fly-ways

such as between ridges or open areas between 
trees. Resident birds soon learn to avoid 
these obstructions but new-comers are more 
likely to injure themselves, sometimes fatally, 
by flying into such wires. Even though birds 
in general have good eyesight and excellent 


reflexes they sometimes make mistakes 
under these conditions. 

Heavier lines carrying high voltage elec- 
tricity present no particular hazard to small 
birds; they are usually conspicuous enough to 
be quite obvious and therefore they are easily 
avoided. In fact at times such wires provide 
convenient perches so it is not uncommon to 
see great numbers of swallows and other 
flocking birds using them as temporary roosts. 

Such lines on the other hand are dangerous 
to large birds because of theelectric charge 
they carry. If a bird shouki happen to make 
simultaneous contact with two of the wires or 
with an insulated wire and a grounded tower 
it will be electrocuted..This may happen to 
herons, ospreys, eagles and other large perch- 
ing birds accidentally brushing adjacent wires 
with a wing tip while coming in for a landing 
or in the act of taking off. 

It has also happened to geese and swans 
which have blundered into such wires while 
flying through fog. A few weeks ago even one 
of the rare whooping cranes was apparently 
killed by contact with power lines while on its 
flicht to wintering grounds to the south 

Sometimes such accidents receive wide pub- 
licity because even this momentary short in 


the system will cause a power interruption 
which under some circumstances can be quite 
serious. 

The towers which support power lines may 
themselves account for deaths among birds 
but far greater hazards are those used in radio 
and television transmission. For some not 
understood reason these . structures take a 
heavy toll of birds particularly if they happen 
to be located on the migration routes. 

Many hundreds of birds may be killed 
during a single night by collision with some of 
these towers. Why, no one has been able to 
explain as yet. It has been suggested that the 
energy waves being broadcast by the towers 
have in some way upset the birds’ sense of 
direction or have acted like a magnet but no 
proof of these theories has been forthcoming. 

* * * 

Vehicular traffic on modern highways is 
another type of man-made hazard that helps 
cut down the number of birds and of course 
other types of wildlife, too. Direct collision 
accounts for an unknown number of casual- 
ties each season. Low-flying birds crossing a 
road do not always_see on oncoming car in 
time to avoid being hit or they simply mis- 
judge the speed of the vehicle. This is not 
surprising when one considers the rate at 
which present-day vehicles travel and the 
split-second timing necessary to prevent acci- 
dents. The wonder is that there are not more 
casualties among birds along our highways. 

Bird deaths are conspicuously increased in 
winter in some areas where seed-eaters fre- 
quent the roadsides in search of grit for their 
digestive machinery. Under such conditions 
small flocks of songbirds may be wiped out 
by a single fast-moving car if the birds delay 
take-off a fraction of a second too long or if 
they rise into the path of a vehicle as they 
may do when the wind is moving in the same 
direction. 

It seems clear that while man has created 
favorable conditions for many kinds of birds 
he has at the same time introduced a number 
of hazards that tend to undo much of the good

But had Penkovsky told 
them?

Yet 
the account of his travels 
given in the book, and the 
record of his trial, make it 
clear that “four days before” 
that date Penkovsky was still 
in London, on one of those 
extended duty trips during 
which he took time off from 
shepherding Soviet delegations 
—the official reasons for his 
visits to the West — to spend 
long hours with the special 
Anglo-American team of four 
intelligence officers who used 
every available minute to milk 
him of any information he 
might have. 

In the extremely unlikely 
event that he had learned 
about the Berlin wall while 
still in London, would he have 
gone back to Moscow and re- 
ported later fo his masters 
that he had known about the 
wall four days in advante? 

Why would he do that — to 
show them after the event how 
well-informed he was? Or, if 
the book is a genuine collec- 
tion of notes he kept in Mos- 
cow, would he simply have 
made a bald statement of fact 
like that, almost conversation- 
ally,-and then gone on with 
his discussion of Khrushchev’s 
tactics on Berlin? 

Neither explanation seems 
credible, and: no other offers 
itself. The only logical answer 
is that the words attributed 
to Penkovsky were written by 
someone else—unless this was 
a remark he made in one of 
his subsequent conversations 
with a member of the Anglo- 
American team, who took it 
down, filed it, and it was then 
seen and used by the compiler 
of the “papers.” 

Indeed, the style of the 
memoirs is often verbose, al- 
most conversational—the very 
opposite ‘of what one would 
expect from a man writing in 
Penkovsky’'s “difficult circum- 
stances. 

This, however, does not 
mean that the book as a whole 
may be regarded as a genuine 
edited transcript of Penkov- 
sky’s conversations with West- 
ern intelligence officers. 
There are many other pass- 
ages, and sometimes whole 
sections, whith betray the 
alien hand—or tongue.

OTTAWA — Reorganization of the federal 
cabinet will follow logically upon the election, 
for at very least the two ministers defeated 
on Nov. 8 and the one who 
resigned Nov. 11 must be 
replaced.

under great difficulties. 

It was a sign of the ad- 
ministration’s weak ness 
that Mr. Pearson did not re- 
shuffle his cabinet prior to 
thé election, sending cab- 
inet liabilities to pasture in 
the Senate or elsewhere, and replacing them 
with newcomers to rejuvenate the cabinet’s 


Indeed, Mr. Pearson was so short of sound 
cabinet timber that he had to persuade two 
ministers net to retire—one a veteran who 
wanted to go to the bench, and the other a 
minister who was simply fed up, and wanted 
to return to the law. It was an achievement 
by Mr, Pearson, although hardly one he could 
make public, that he was able to hold his cab- 
inet together for the election. And somewhat 
ironic, in light of Finance Minister Gordon's 
resignation after the election.

In more usual circumstances a prime min- 
ister would consider finding another seat for 
his defeated agriculture minister, as by having 
some prairie Liberal with a “‘safe’’ seat resign 
to go to the Senate, But since thereare Tio 
prairie Liberal MPs in the new House, except 
Veterans Minister Roger Teillet in St. Boniface 
Man., this solution is out .

: Tf I were Mr, Pearson in these circum- 
stances, I would take a long hard look at some 
of the other conventions of cabinet construc- 
tion to see if they, like senatorial ministers, 
are anachronisms or anomalies in this 98th 
year of Confederation.

One way would be to construct a new kind 
of ministry, filling cabinet posts with the best 
men available, irrespective of geography, and 
balancing out regional representation by the 
appointment of assistant ministers who could 
be appointed from either Commons or the 
Senate. They might be called ministers of 
state, as in Britain, and- would be members 
of the ministry but not of the cabinet. 

It surely is an anachronism that one cabinet 
minister must be an English-speaking Catholic, 
that another must come from eastern Ontario, 
that a third must be a French-Canadian from 
outside Quebec, and that the agriculture min- 
ister must be from the prairies. These sacred 
cows reflect representational functions that 
could well be relegated to ministers of state 
in. either House of Parliament. 

The country needs to make maximum use 
of the best brains in Parliament. It can no 
longer afford to pass up good men because they 
don’t fit into the rigid framework of area and 
interest representation—or to put dough-heads 
into positions of power merely because they do.

The fires of debate in the Centennial Stadium 
project have cooled lately, but the embers of contro-: 
versy have not gone out. 

You know all about the Stadiurn situation, Clyde, or you've 
been jin bed too long. 

It seems 100 years or so since lower Island municipalities 
sat down to discuss a project to mark Canada’s centenary. 


They went through the preliminaries—gondolas on the Gorge, 
bird-baths in Beacon Hill, boobie hats for bobbies—and settled 
on a stadium. 

Where? 

Victoria threw its vote for Topaz Park. Saanich wanted 
the broad, open plains of Tilicum-Burnside. Oak Bay and 
Esquimalt more or less backed Victoria or Saanich—-when the 
latter could make up their minds. 

Central Saanich has yet to declare itself. It already had 
landscaping problems with a stadium-full of potato-bugs ‘and 
was looking for a Pied Piper to restore peace in earth if 
not on it. 


Where? Saltspring? Empress Lot? 


Victoria argued that it could borrow monies against a $3 
million windfall from the McPherson estate (due in ’67). But 
since the late Thomas MoPherson insisted that his dough be 
spent within the city Hmits, Tilticum-Burnside was taboo. 
Saanich, agreeing that it would have to get a money bylaw 
passed to buy Tillicum real estate, contended that it’s proposed 
location had more long-range advantages. 

Meanwhile, Victoria appeased ‘a local and loud sports 
electorate by announcing it would plump $600,000 into Royal 
Athletic Park. The old girl would never be a Houston Astro- 
dome but she could be made presentable for that kind of lettuce. 

In two years, council hinted, it would wheel another $1 
million into a recreation-convention centre, part of a master 
plan with the Arena-Curling Rink complex.

We have with us in 
Victoria today a hot- 
potato situation which is 
going to cause us more: 
future trouble than even 
our primitive sewage dis- 
posal methods if we fail 
to take it firmly in hand. 

This is the advance-of the 
high-rise, and I think we had 
ius er better lose no 
time deciding, 
on a peninsu- 
lar rather 
than a strictly 
municipal 
basis, just 
where these 
vertical hous- 
ing develop- 
ments do or 
don't belong. 

The thing to 
remember is that we are deal- 
ing with an un-natural phe- 
nomenon which is certain to 
more than change the config- 
uration of otir skyline. 

It could also alter the char- 
acter of our city, and in areas 
where high-rise apartment 
buildings have risen, this fact 
is already apparent. 


It stands to reason, then, 
that any high-rise application 
to come before any enabling 
group should be considered 
with an eye not only to local 
impact but total effect. In 
this matter, we must be our 
brother's keeper.

I think our city and muni- 
cipal governments could, to 
everyone’s advantage, lean 
more heavily than they pres- 
ently do upon a body admir- 
ably equipped to aid them in 
their land use decisions. 

This is the seven-member 
Capital Region Planning Board 
of B.C., on which municipali- 
ties, city and provincial gov- 
ernment are represented. 

The planning board, which 
operates in a capjtal region 
of 214 square miles 'and 165,000 
population, has in its service 
a permanent. technical staff, 
and to its .credit, land use 
propasals which when imple- 
mented have proved entirely 
successful. It is also well along 
with a comprehensive and 
forward - ranging development 
plan for ‘Vietoria district. 

This plan has so far found 
only minority acceptance by 
the municipalities 

Ruling our own yard ts all 
very well in principle, but we 
can't afford to ignore the gen- 
eral state of the street. With 
this in mind, I think we court 
trouble through further hodge- 
podge handling of high-rise 
applications. 

Better if these could be 
frozen until all who deal with 
them are equipped to act 
from certain knowledge rather 
than guesswork based on in- 
complete and parochial ob- 
servation. 

Certainly we would lose 
nothing by delay! The only 
possible losses would be suf- 
fered by the promoters, most 
of them from. oft-Island, who 
see this favored peninsula as 
an area to be cashed in on. 


Any doubtful benefits these 
operators may bestow on Us 
are incidental and accidental, 
and entirely remote from 
their main purpose, which is 
fo rake in as large a pot as 
possible,

It is easier to propose 
where the high-rise shouldn't 
go than where it should. 

To my way of thinking, !t 
has absolutely no place in any 
area already committed to 
single-unit homes; although 
an exception might be made 
where a sector has patently 
outlived its usefulness for this 
purpose. 

Such areas occur on a city’s 
downtown outskirts, and on 
these, the high-rise might have 
a revitalizing effect. 

But any argument which 
would intrude it into a healthy 
suburban area is specious, 
and the local government 
which permits such encroach- 
ment is betraying those who 
have bought land, built homes 
and put down roots. 

No promised prettification 
or gift of park acres changes 
the picture. To the home- 
owning community, the high- 
rise is an enemy which threat- 
ens its chosen way of life 

I think, too, that we must 
deal in long-range planning 
where a university is concer- 
ned—especially a new and ex- 
panding one with its land 
needs not yet defined. 


In 1963, Saanich Council vot- 
ed down @ re-zoning applica- 
tion from interests which 
sought to build a high-rise on 
a Cadboro Bay tract in the 
university precint, To the new 
application made this fall, I 
trust the present council will 
give the same answer. 


The battle of the high-rise 
is going to be both long and 
rough, and I don't think we 
can afford to lose these open-

Smokers Face 
Greater Threat 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Two 
professors said Tuesday 
smokers are in greater dan- 
ger from a disease called 
emphysema than they are 
from the more publicized lung 
cancer 

Dr. B. J. Sproule and Dr. 
J, P. Wyatt of the Universi- 
ties of Alberta and Manitoba 
respectively said emphysema 
occurs more frequently than 
lung cancer and causes about 
the same number of deaths. 

“The main difference is that 
while cancer is usually local- 
ized in one lung and results 


in a quick death, emphysema | 


ean result in a slow insidious 
death over a number of 
years.” Smoking is the major 
cause of the disease, he said. 

Dr, Sproule said emphysema 
is a chronic disease that de- 


stroys lung tissue and leaves |

Have the Russians caught 
our Alice? 

The possibility ‘was raised 
Wednesday when the Soviet 
news—agency Tass said in a 
brief report that a 36-foot 
white whale had been caught 
by a Russian ship in the North 
Pacifie. =a 

Alice is a white killer whale 
which has been spotted at va- 
rious points around Vancouver 
Island and in the Queen Char- 
lote Islands since 1947. 

At the present time a large 
Russian fishing fleet is oper- 
ating near the Queen Char- 
lottes. 

A spokesman for the fisher- 
ies department in Vancouver, 


which has been keeping close 
tabs<on the Russians, could 
not confirm whether the Rus- 
sians in the Queen Charlottes 
had caught the whale. 

“There are no whaling ships 
in their fleet,” he said, ‘but 
that is not to say they couldn't 
have caught it in a net.” 

He said a Russian whaling 
fleet visited these waters early 
last summer, but they gener- 
ally operate in the Gulf of Al- 
aska and the Bering Sea. 

Dr. Clifford Carl of the pro- 
vincial museum has been keep- 
ing close watch on Alice and 
in 1960 he published a paper 
entitled the Albino Whales of 
B.C, which outlined the vari- 
ous sightings since 1947. 


Alice has been sighted on 
both sides of Vancouver Island 
at Crofton, Port Hardy, Nootka | 
Sound on the West Coast and| 
around the Queen Charlotte 
Islands. | 

She was seen off the west | 
coast of the Island near To-| 
fino less than two months ago 
and a few days prior to that} 
she was spotted in Oak Bay. |
